pronounced a failure The experi
ment was made under the direction
of F R Toewater manager of the
American Tobacco Company on the
farm of R M Squires near Chiles
burg this county The stalks grew
about five feet high but the leaves
were not much larger than a man
hand and ofsuch an inferior qual ¬

ity that Mr Toewater pronounced th
experiment a failure and
produced not worth a cent Since
then no further test has been made
